Specification

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention, 

3. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

The detail rejections set forth in the last Office Action are incorporated herein. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 10/03/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

It is noted in the last Office Action, PTO-326 contained a typo error which indicated that 
claim 8 was objected to. However, as clearly set forth in the detail action of the last Office 
Action, all claims 1-1 1 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, therefore, claim 8 was 
also rejected and not indicated as allowable and was not objected to. 

Applicants' remarks regarding incorporate subject matter into the present application by 
referencing applications 09/343104 and 09/292569, and a patent 5,841,886 are not persuasive. 
Applicants cannot incorporate all the subject matters into this application by referencing 
appUcations 09/343104 and 09/292569, and a patent 5,841,886 since it is not clear what subject 
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matter from which application 09/343104 or 09/292569 or a patent 5,841,886 are being 
incorporate into present specification. Particular attention should be directed to specific portions 
of the referenced document where the subject matter being incorporated may be found. See 
MPEP 608.01(p). 

Applicants' remarks regarding the cited claims from 09/343,101, 09/543,125 and 
09/679,262 are not persuasive and irrelevant since enablement is not based on claims. Also since 
these applications were not incorporated by reference into the present application as filed, 
referencing these appKcations does not remedy the 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph deficiencies.
